We believe that the single transferable ballot should | 


be used in all elections, and above all, in a Dominion 

election. In the past, the elections in the Dominion con- 
test have been made on rie hegre hn oe st eer 

- proposition, and while this system of voting is -by far 
the simpler ape people, it does not always elect a re- 
presentative to the House of Commons who is a true-re- 
presentative of the majority of the people voting. 

At the present time there are over 60 Liberals, 38 Pro- 
gressive Conservatives, 28 C.C.F.’s and 12 Social Credit- 
ors, who are sitting in the Parliament of Canada on a 
minority vote. That makes a total of more than 140 mem- 
bers of a possible 245. In other wortls more than 61% of 
the peoples elected representatives are not wanted in the 
House of Parliament by the majority. | 
‘ fo clear up the point of a minority vote we will cite as 
an éxample’such as three candidates running an electoral 

race, Suppose the top man receives 800 votes, the second 
man. receives 600 votes, the third man receives 500 votes. 
In the system the man with the 800 votes would 
be sent to Ottawa as the people’s choice. Actually he is. 
. not the people’s choice because as the hypothetical fig- 
ures above show, there were only 800 people wanting him 
as their representative and 1100 people did not want him. 
With the adoption of the Single Transferable ballot 
there would be no way possible of this happening. The 
ballots are marked 1, 2, and 3, ete, showing the order of 


*. choice of each elector for individual carjdidate. On the 


first counting of the ballots if there was no candidate 
shown to have a clear cut majority over all the other can- 
didates combined it would require a counting of the 
.ballots again, recording the No. 2 choices. The low man 
would automatically be dropped from the race, although 
the ballots on which he was shown as No. 1 choice would 
be leftinthe count... ’ 

On count No. 2 where the second choices are recorded 
these would be added to each candidates first choice. If 
at this time no candidate showed a clear majority over all 
his opposition combiiied, the procedure would be con- 
tinued counting No, 3 choice, No. 4 choice and so on until 
such time as one candidate proved to have a majority. 

This system of voting lias been in existance for a num- 
ber of elections in the Province of Alberta and by no 
means is it an experiment or something new, It has been 
proven that it is by far the fairer system of selecting a 
representative of the people. 

As stated before, while the single transferable vote is 
not yet approved for use in the Dominion elections, it i 
being given wide thought by the members themselves, It 
would appear that party is being placed second and is- 
sue first in this debate. We noticed that a P.C. seconded 
a motion made by Mr. Robert Fair, our 8.C, member of 
parliament, This is somewhat of a rarity apparently in 
the House of Commons and is likely to happen only when 
not yet approved for use in the Dominion elections, it is

We would like to see such a system of voting adopted 
as we have outlined above. Only by the changing of the 
voting rules of the Dominion can Abraham Lincoln's 
famous quote be fully realized, when he said, ‘‘Govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, foréhe people so that 
we shall not perish from this earth.?’

the next eight years, he helped run. 


the annual contest, supplying most 
of the suits as well as the profeasion- 
al models, among them, Barbara 
Stanwyck, Ruby Keeler; Josephine 
Called A Showdown : 

“I just got the idea of cutting the 
suit at the hip or thereabouts,” the 
red-haired, 53-year-old Asch recalls. 
“But they were still wenoring the 
opera-leneth «‘ockings, In 1928, we 
had a showdown, \ 

“T was tired of paying $15 a pair 
for stockings for the models. So we 
got special permission from the 
mayor of Atlantic City to let the 
girls appear without stockings. Even 
then the mayor or some other offic- 
jal had to measure the length of the 
bottom of the suit from the knee. I 
think the rule was it had to be no 
more than six inches.” 

‘ “We had to promote the suit,” 
Asch says. “Women were afraid to 
wear it, mothers threatened their 
daughters with everything under the 
sun if they did. But we finally proved 
the one-piece form fitting was the 
healthiest, best for the eun, best for 
swimming.” -
